He  said  he  told  his  bargaining 
committee,  which  must  approve  any 
tentative  settlement,  to  go  home  and 
rest  until  late  Sunday  or  early  Monday. 

One  major  issue  dividing  the  two 
sides  is  a  top  union  demand  for  12 
more  paid  days  off  each  year  to 
preserve  current  jobs  and  create  new 
ones.  Ford  has  offered  up  to  five  more 
days  a  year,  based  on  seniority  and 
attendance. 

Other  disputed  issues  involve  wages, 
pensions,  health  care  insurance  and 
supplemental  unemployment  benefits 
for  laid-off  workers. 

The  company  began  the  strike  with 
about  490,000  cars  and  180,000  trucks 
in  stock.  Analysts  said  the  autos  would 
last  65  days,  based  on  recent  selling 
rates. 

However,  most  of  the  car  stocks  are 
comprised  of  slow-selling  1976  small 
cars.  The  company  said  its  inventories 
include  150,000  new  1977  models, 
which  normally  are  in  hot  demand  this 
time  of  year.

The  United  Auto  Workers  strike 
against  Ford  Motor  Co.  could  hit  local 
dealerships  hard,  according  to  area  car 
dealers. 

“If  the  strike  lasts  long  enough,  then 
it  will  cut  sales  among  local  dealers  by 
as  much  as  90  per  cent,  ”  said  Robert 
Parkin,  vice  president  of  Parkin  Motor 
Co.  in  Nephi. 

The  timing  of  the  walkout  is 
particularly  crucial  because  new  car 
inventories  are  at  the  lowest  point  this 
time  of  year,  Parkin  said.  He  said  he 
expected  some  1977  cars  since  Ford 
was  producing  until  almost  midnight 
Tuesday. 

Larry  Givan,  general  manager  and 
part  owner  of  Givan  Ford  in  Provo, 
said,  “We  will  have  to  delay  our  new 
car  showings  because  we  won’t  have 
any  new  cars.  Ford  has  stopped  all 
production.” 

Givan  said  car  production  for  high 
altitude  areas  such  as  Utah  had  been 
scheduled  to  begin  Wednesday  but  was 
halted  by  the  strike.  Givan  Ford  is  not 
expecting  any  new  cars,  he  said. 

Both  Givan  Ford  and  Parkin  Motor 
plan  to  promote  sales  of  their 
remaining  1976  models  and  to  boost 
used  car  sales. 

Parkin  said  he  hoped  the  strike 
would  not  last  a  full  30  days,  but  was 
not  optimistic  of  a  settlement  before 
then.  Givan,  apparently  resigned  to  the 
situation,  said  “We’ve  weathered  it 
before  and  we’ll  do  it  again.”

Congress  is  expected  to  take  final 
action  on  the  bill  this  week  and  it  is 
expected  to  become  law  later  this 
month. 

Here  is  how  the  changes  for  the 
elderly,  along  with  the  tax  treatment  of 
capital  gains,  would  work: 

ELDERLY  CREDIT 

The  pending  tax  bill  would  provide  a 
maximum  $375  tax  credit  for  single 
persons  and  $536  for  couples  65  or 
older  -  and  it  would  be  much  easier  to 
get  than  under  the  present  credit  for 
the  elderly. 

Credits  are  subtracted  directly  from 
taxes  owned.  Under  the  best  of 
conditions,  the  existing  credit  is  worth 
a  $299  annual  tax  saving  to  a  single 
person  and  $343  to  a  couple  filing  a 
joint  return. 


If  the  tax  bill  becomes  law,  the  new 
elderly  credit  will  be  retroactive  to  Jan. 
1,  1976.  This  means  it  would  be  used 
in  computing  1976  taxes  next  April. 

Under  the  new  system: 

-A  single  person  65  or  older  could 
subtract  from  taxes  1 5  per  cent  of  any 
income  -  including  that  from  part-time 
jobs  as  well  as  pensions,  etc.  —  up  to 
$2,500  a  year  in  income.  For  couples 
filing  a  joint  return,  the  maximum 
income  subject  to  the  tax  credit  is 
$3,750. 

-The  base  figures  -  $2,500  and 
$3,750  -  would  be  reduced  $1  for 
each  $1  of  Social  Security  benefits 
received  by  either  spouse. 

-If  total  income  -  earnings  as  well 
as  pensions,  etc.  —  rose  above  $7,500 
for  a  single  person  and  $10,000  for  a 
couple,  then  the  amount  of  income 
eligible  for  the  tax  credit  would  be 
reduced  $1  for  each  $2  income  above 
the  limit. 
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Primary  winners 
celebrate  victory, 
look  to  November

Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan,  the  former 
United  Nations  ambassador,  won  New 
York’s  Democratic  U.S.  Senate 
nomination  in  a  close  race  and  got  a 
quick,  though  tentative,  endorsement 
Wednesday  from  the  runnerup,  Rep. 
Bella  Abzug. 

“We’re  looking  forward  to  one  hell 
of  a  campaign,”  Moynihan  declared  as 
the,  outcome  of  Tuesday’s  election 
became  clear. 

The  New  York  primary  drew  the 
most  national  attention  among  a  dozen 
states  that  chose  nominees  tp  a  Wide 
range  of  offices  Tuesday. 

Sens.  Edward  M.  Kennedy  in 
Massachusetts  and  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey  in  Minnesota  won 
renomination  with  little  trouble.  Reps. 
Thomas  P.  O’Neill  in  Massachusetts, 
Henry  Reuss  and  Clement  Zablocki  in 
Wisconsin,  Frank  Evans  in  Colorado 
and  Teno  Roncalio  in  Wyoming  also 
were  renominated.  All  are  Democrats. 

In  Utah,  business  consultant  Frank 
Marriott,  a  Republican,  was  victorious 
in  his  bid  to  challenge  Rep.  Allan 
Howe,  the  Democrat  twice  convicted 
of  trying  to  buy  sex  from  police  decoy 
prostitutes. 

Victory  in  New  York’s  five-way 
Democratic  race  gives  Moynihan  a  shot 
in  November  at  Sen.  James  Buckley, 
the  conservative  Republican  who  easily 
won  the  GOP  primary  Tuesday. 

Moynihan’s  margin  was  barely  1  per 
cent  over  the  liberal  Mrs.  Abzug,  and 
should  that  margin  hold  up  in  the 
official  canvass  of  votes,  said  the  loser, 
“I  will  of  course  cooperate  with  him  in 
unifying  the  Democratic  party  to 
defeat  Sen.  Buckley  ...”

Humphrey,  left  and  Kennedy  won  renomination  in  their  states,  while 
ex-ambassador  Daniel  Moynihan  squeaked  by  in  New  York. 


York  99  per  cent  complete,  Moynihan 
had  36  per  cent  of  the  vote,  Mrs. 
Abzug  35.  Former  Atty.  Gen.  Ramsey 
Clark,  New  York  City  Council 
President  Paul  O’Dwyer  and 
businessman  Abraham  Hirschfeld  were 
far  behind. 

Moynihan,  49,  warned  during  his 
campaign  of  a  leftward  drift  by  the 
Democratic  party.  The  campaign  was 
sometimes  bitter,  particularly  between 
the  two  leading  candidates.  The  heated 
race  attracted  about  a  quarter  of  the 
state’s  registered  voters,  a  normal 
turnout. 

Both  Kennedy  and  O’Neill,  who  is  in 
line  to  become  the  next  House 
speaker,  fought  off  challenges  from 
antibusing  forces.  Kennedy  faces 
Republican  Michael  Robertson,  a 
Berkley  city  selectman,  in  November, 

In  Rhode  Island,  the  race  between 
Gov.  Philip  Noel  and  businessman 


Richard  Lorber  for  the  Democratic 
U.S.  Senate  nomination  remained 
undecided  Wednesday.  Noel  trailed 
Lorber  by  361  votes  with  3,111 
absentee  ballots  to  be  counted  by  the 
end  of  the  week. 

Gov.  Thomas  Salmon,  a  Democrat, 
won  his  party’s  bid  in  Vermont  to 
oppose  U.S.  Sen.  Robert  Stafford  in 
November.  Orrin  Hatch,  ah  attorney, 
won  the  Republican  Senate  nomination 
in  Utah  and  will  face  Sen.  Frank  Moss 
in  the  general  election,  and  state  Sen. 
Malcolm  Wallop,  a  Republican,  was 
victorious  in  Wyoming’s  Senate 
primary.

Howe  passes  polygraph  test; 


write-in  candidate  to  be  named 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Rep. 
Allan  T.  Howe,  D-Utah,  and  his  lawyer 
said  Wednesday  that  Howe  has  passed 
“with  flying  colors”  a  jie  detector  test 
verifying  his  version  of  incidents  which 
led  to  his  arrest  in  June  for 
propositioning  two  police  decoy 
prostitutes. 

Waving  a  set  of  polygraph  test 
questions  and  answers,  Howe’s  lawyer 
Dean  Mitchell  said  Howe  has  been  able 
to  withstand  the  “excruciating 
pressures’’  of  the  events  since  his  arrest 
because  “he  knew  he  was  telling  the 
truth.” 

Mitchell  said  that  Howe  had  been 
challenged  by  news  media  and 
members  of  the  public  to  take  a 
polygraph  test  and  “now  he  has  taken 
one.” 

Both  Howe  and  his  lawyer  said  the 
public  will  have  to  reconcile  Howe’s 
test  results  with  the  fact  that  the 
decoys  have  both  passed  lie  detector 
tests  by  a  leading  expert  which  verify 
their  version  of  the  story. 

The  test  was  administered  by 
Leonard  Harrelson,  director  of  the 
Keeler  Polygraph  Institute  of  Chicago. 
Mitchell  called  him  the  “leading 
polygraph  expert  in  the  United  States.” 

Howe  faces  withdrawal  of  support 
from  the  Democratic  Party  in  Utah. 


For  example,  if  a  couple  had  income

President  Ford  formally  began  his  fall  campaign 
Wednesday  with  a  nostalgic  visit  to  his  Michigan  alma 
mater  and  sketched  his  vision  of  America’s  future:  a 
job  for  every  person  with  a  desire  to  work  and  a 
home  for  every  family  with  a  dream  of  owning  one. 

In  a  speech  at  the  University  of  Michigan,  where  he 
was  most  valuable  football  player  in  his  senior  year, 
the  President  also  set  as  his  national  goals  affordable 
health  care,  quality  education,  tough  law 
enforcement,  and  peace  for  all  mankind. 

Echoing  the  words  of  his  acceptance  speech  at  the 
Republican  national  convention,  Ford  promised  a 
campaign  of  “specifics  -  not  smiles;  performance  - 
not  promises.” 

He  urged  the  country  to  ask  which  presidential 
candidate  will  act  on  his  vision.  “The  question  in  the 
campaign  of  1976  is  not  who  has  a  better  vision  of 
America,”  the  President  sard.  “The  question  is  who 
will  act  to  make  that  vision  a  reality.” 

Ford  asked  the  country  to  trust  him,  but  added 
that  trust  must  be  earned.  He  said  he  has  earned 
America’s  trust  by  improving  the  economy, 
maintaining  peace  and  restoring  confidence  in  the 
White  House  after  Watergate. 

The  President’s  text  did  not  mention  his  challenger, 
Jimmy  Carter,  by  name. 

The  Democratic  nominee,  meanwhile,  linked  up 
with  running  mate  Sen.  Walter  F.  Mondale  for  a 
campaign  appearance  in  Minnesota  and  was  due  in  the 
Detroit  area  later  in  the  day.  At  the  time  Ford  was 


invited  to  speak  in  Ann  Arbor,  30  miles  away,  Carter 
was  the  featured  speaker  at  the  state  AFL-CIO 
convention  in  a  Dearborn  hotel. 

For  both  candidates,  it  marked  a  return  to  the 
scene  of  important  primary  victories.  Ford  regained 
his  momentum  against  Ronald  Reagan  with  a 
thumping  home-state  victory,  and  Carter  enhanced 
his  nomination  prospects  by  holding  off  Rep.  Morris 
K.  Udall  in  Michigan. 

The  President’s  trip  to  Michigan,  where  he  played 
center  on  undefeated  national  championship  teams  in. 
1932  and  1933,  marked  the  first  time  he  has  left 
Washington  since  the  traditional  opening  of  the 
presidential  campaign  on  Labor  Day. 

His  strategy  is  to  stay  near  the  White  House  as 
much  as  possible,  make  news  in  the  Oval  Office  and 
stress  his  incumbency.  Except  for  his  Sept.  23  debate 
with  Carter  in  Philadelphia,  the  Michigan  trip  is  the 
only  visit  the  President  plans  outside  Washington  the 
rest  of  this  month. 

Although  there  was  no  mention  of  Carter’s  name 
in  the  President’s  text,  Ford  did  refer  to  what  he  has 
described  in  the  past  as  Carter’s  fuzziness  and  his 
“flip-flops”  on  issues.  The  President  declared: 

“Trust  is  not  having  to  guess  what  a  candidate 


means. 

Trust  is  leveling  with  the  people  before  the  election 
about  what  you’re  going  to  do  after  the  election.” 

“Trust  is  not  being  all  things  to  all  people,  but 
being  the  same  thing  to  all  people.” 
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Tremors  continue  in  Italy,  80  injured 


UDINE,  Italy  -  Strong  tremors  jolted  the  quake-ravaged  Friuli 
area  again  Wednesday,  knocking  down  hundreds  of  buildings  and 
spreading  new  fear  through  a  land  that  had  been  shaking  for  more 
than  four  months.  At  least  eight  persons  were  reported  dead,  three 
of  them  from  heart  attacks. 

About  80  persons  were  injured,  many  of  them  from  jumping  out 
of  windows.  Rescue  teams  started  digging  through  land  and  rock 
slides  that  reportedly  buried  several  cars  and  two  army  trucks, 
possibly  with  people  trapped  inside. 

Authorities  started  evacuating  residents  of  the  worst-hit  area  in  the 
northeastern  corner  of  Italy,  moving  them  southward  to  the  Adriatic 


coastal  flatlands. 


Nyerere  less  hopeful  over  black  issue 


DAR  ES  SALAAM,  Tanzania  -  President  Julius  Nyerere  said 
Wednesday  after  meeting  with  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger 
that  he  was  “less  hopeful  than  I  was  before”  about  chances  of 
averting  a  racial  bloodbath  in  sothern  Africa. 

Nyerere  said  it  would  be  a  miracle  if  Rhodesia,  where  270,000 
whites  rule  some  six  million  blacks,  were  to  accept  majority  rule  in 
two  years  as  Kissinger  and  others  have  proposed.

Faulty  switch  halted  Viking  2  arm 


PASADENA,  Calif.  -  A  photograph  received  from  the  Viking  2 
lander  on  Mars  showed  today  that  no  pebbles  are  stuck  in  the 
immobile  soil-scooping  arm. 

Scientists  said  a  faulty  position  switch  apparently  caused  the  arm 
to  stop  and  believe  that  time  commands  to  override  the  switch  can 
solve  the  difficulty. 

The  robot  arm  stopped  as  it  delivered  soil  from  the  surface  to 
miniature  laboratories  aboard  the  lander.  It  had  not  yet  reached  the 
organic  chemistry  experiment,  which  is  considered  most  important 
to  the  question  of  life  on  Mars.

This  is 
not  a  great  deal  more  than  a  student  spends  in  a 
semester  at  the  Provo  campus,  he  added.

A  five-man,  one-woman  Oklahoma 
County  District  Court  jury  ruled  the 
state  has  the  right  to  intervene  in  the 
family’s  affairs  because  the  parents’ 
religious  beliefs  might  result  in  harm  to 
a  child.

The  child’s  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
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Glenn  Owens  of  Oklahoma  City,  are 
members  of  the  Church  of  the  First 
Born.  The  couple  testified  at  the 
district  court  hearing  Tuesday  about 
what  they  did  when  their  8-month-old 
daughter  Lisa  became  ill  in  February. 
They  said  they  prayed  and  anointed 
her  with  olive  oil,  but  did  not  call  a 
physician. 

Mrs.  Owens  said  she  was  holding  the 
baby  when  she  died.

BYU  students  wishing  to  register 
or  to  vote  by  absentee  ballots 
should  act  immediately  to  register 
for  national  elections  in  November, 
according  to  William  F.  Huish,  Utah 
County  clerk.

Water  taps 
turned  off 
in  England 

LONDON  (AP)  -  Water  taps  in  private  homes  were 
cut  off  around  the  clock  in  parts  of  southwest 
England  on  Wednesday  in  the  toughest  measure  so 
far  in  fighting  Britain’s  worst  drought  in  500  years. 
Annoyed  householders  began  trekking  with  buckets 
to  hydrants  in  the  streets. 

The  measure  will  affect  some  160,000  persons  in 
Devon  county  by  Friday.  Many  Devon  householders 
complained  the  cuts  would  have  been  earlier. 

Work  also  began  on  cutting  off  parts  of  Bideford, 
Northam,  Westward  Ho,  Appledore,  Barnstaple, 
Fremington,  Braunton  and  Ilfracombe.  All  of  these 
towns  are  to  be  on  hydrants  by  Friday  night. 

The  measure  took  effect  despite  heavy  rains  in  the 
area  —  and  throughout  niuch  of  Britain  —  over  the 
past  few  days.  But  a  spokesman  for  the  South 
Western  Water  Authority  said: 

“The  rain  has  fallen  heavily  in  some  parts,  but  the 
ground  is  just  like  a  dry  sponge.  It’s  not  getting  into 
the  reservoirs.” 

Until  now  the  people  most  affected  by  the  drought 
have  been  the  million  dr  more  residents  of  South 
Wales  who  have  had  their  water  shut  off  for  17  hours 
a  day  —  2  p.m.  to  7  a.m.  —  for  the  past  month. 

South  Yorkshire  County  in  northeastern  England  is 
also  critically  short  of  water.  Some  750,000  residents 
of  the  area  were  due  to  start  getting  their  water  from 
hydrants  this  week,  but  the  recent  heavy  rains  gave 
them  a  reprieve. 

John  Brown,  chairman  of  the  Yorkshire  Water 
Authority,  said  in  Leeds  that  despite  the  rains  a 
“knife-edge  situation”  still  exists  in  the  southwestern 
part  of  the,  country,  which  includes  such  towns  as 
Wakefield,  Dewsbury,  Hudersfield  and  Halifax.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Time  is  running  short  for 
the  House  and  Senate  to  reach  a  compromise  on 
legislation  that  would  renew  the  federal 
revenue-sharing  program  that  has  channeled  billions 
of  dollars  to  local  governments. 

Members  of  a  House  and  Senate  conference 
committee  are  faced  with  a  $  16.3-billion  difference  in 
two  revenue-sharing  bills,  and  they  have  2Vi  weeks  to 
resolve  differences  before  adjourning  Oct.  2. 

The  Senate  on  Tuesday  voted  80  to  4  for  a  5%-year 
extension  of  revenue-sharing  that  would  return  $41.2 
billion  to  state  and  local  governments.  The  House 
version,  passed  last  June,  would  continue  the  program 
for  3%  years  at  a  cost  of  $24.9  billion. 

Paul  Myer,  the  White  House  staff  member  who 
worked  closely  with  members  of  the  House  and 
Senate  seeking  to  continue  the  program,  said,  “We 
like  the  Senate  bill.”  He  predicted  that  few 
“onerous”  changes  would  be  made  in  the 
House-Senate  conference. ' 


In  a  statement  issued  after  the  Senate  vote,  the 
White  House  said  President  Ford  was  “extremely 
pleased”  by  the  bill’s  passage.  He  urged  the  House 
and  Senate  to  work  quickly  on  a  compromise  so  he 
can  have  the  legislation  on  his  desk  before 
adjournment. 

“To  do  less  would  only  serve  to  aggravate  the  fiscal 
problems  of  state  and  local  governments  and 
undermine  economic  recovery,”  he  said. 

Ford  said  the  Senate  bill  “closely  follows  my 
legislative  recommendations  for  renewal  of  this 
important  domestic  program.” 

He  said  Democratic  leaders  in  the  House  delayed 
for  more  than  one  year  their  work  on  the  renewal 
legislation  and  had  “jeopardized  the  fiscal  and 
economic  stability  pf  our  cities.”

IDAHO  FALLS,  Idaho  (AP)  -  The  government 
panel  investigating  the  Teton  Dam  failure  was  told 
Wednesday  some  inspectors  watching  construction  of 
the  dam  had  “minimal  experience,”  but  that  this  was 
not  uncommon. 

David  Ralston  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  an 
alternate  on  the  panel  who  heads  a  subgroup  on  the 
study  of  the  dam’s  embankment,  said  that  during 
interviews  with  inspectors  “it  came  across  that 
lower-level  inspectors  had  minimal  experience. 
However,  this  is  not  uncommon  in  construction  work 
because  it  is  often  difficult  to  keep  workers  on  the 
job  long.” 

Ralston  said  most  experience  is  at  the  “top  level,” 
which  is  desirable,  but  that  some  of  the  lower 
inspectors  had  no  previous  experience  inspecting 
dams,  although  they  had  been  in  construction  work. 

“However,  they  all  seemed  to  have  a  positive 
approach,  and  as  far  as  I  can  tell  they  made  sure 
everything  specified  was  done,”  said  Ralston.  “Their 
inexperience  was  balanced  by  making  sure  that  things 
were  done  right.” 

About  one-third  of  the  newly  completed, 
307-foot-high  earthen  dam  broke  loose  at  rnidday 
June  5,  spilling  an  80-billion-gallon  reservoir 
downstream.  Deaths  of  11  persons  were  blamed  on 
the  flooding,  and  property  damage  has  been 
estimated  in  the  area  of  $  1  billion. 

The  government  panel,  made  up  of  members  of  the 
Bureau  of  Reclamation,  Geological  Survey,  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers,  Soil  Conservation  Service  and 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority,  are  meeting  in  Idaho 
Falls  Wednesday  and  Thursday  to  hear  reports  from 
the  panel’s  subgroups  and  plan  future  studies. 


Fair  to  display 
grant  projects 


Radio  show  to  focus 
on  Latin  Americans 


‘‘Rincon  Hispanoamericano”  (The 
Hispanic-American  Nook),  a  cultural  Latin  American 
Studies  radio  show,  is  broadcast  every  Saturday  from 
9-10  a.m.  on  KBYU-FM,  according  to  Dr.  Thomas  E. 
Lyon,  Latin  American  Studies  coordinator. 

With  emphasis  on  Latin  American  culture,  “the 
program  is  provided  for  students  speaking  or  studying 
Spanish  and  for  native  Latin  Americans  in  Utah,”  said 
Dr.  Lyon. 

The  program  is  entirely  in  Spanish  with  occasional 
bits  of  Portuguese.  The  show’s  format  utilizes 
instructional  music  and  offers  a  brief  explanation  of 
the  music,  musicians  and  instruments  used.  The 
program  will  also  contain  reviews  of  cultural 
announcements,  current  Latin  American  literature 
and  recorded  interviews  with  Latin  American  public 
figures,  said  Dr.  Lyon. 

The  program  began  in  1974  with  the  name  “Si 
Somos  Americanos,”  a  popular  song  at  the  time 
meaning  “If  we  are  all  Americans  .  .  .  .’’  according  to 
Dr.  Lyon. 

The  name  was  changed  this  semester  to  “Rincon 
Hispanoamericano,”  which  literally  translated  means 
“The  Hispanic-American  Nook,”  said  Dr.  Lyon. 

New  names  for  the  program  were  submitted  by 
BYU  students.  The  one  selected  was  created  by 
Patricio  Hada,  a  freshman  psychology  major  from 
Santiago,  Chile,  said  Dr.  Lyon. 


The  BYU  research  division  is  sponsoring  a  research 
fair  Oct.  8  from  1-5  p.m.,  according  to  Garth  Frazier, 
contract  and  grant  administrator  for  the  division. 

The  fair  is  open  to  faculty,  students,  alumni  and 
high  school  and  junior  high  school  students  in  the 
Utah  Valley  area,  Frazier  said.  Those  wishing  to 
attend  should  come  to  the  Reception  Center,  ELWC. 

The  purpose  of  the  fair  is  “to  give  both  faculty, 
students  and  alumni  an  overview  of  spme  of  the 
research  projects  conducted  at  BYU,”  said  Frazier. 
He  said  the  fair  will  only  cover  a  portion  of  the 
research  projects  conducted  on  campus. 

More  than  $3  million  was  granted  to  BYU  last  year 
to  aid  in  research  projects,  Frazier  said.  Faculty 
members  generate  proposals  for  the  grants  and  the 
research  division  processes  them. 

The  proposals  are  then  sent  to  the  appropriate 
federal  or  private  agency.  Of  the  1 70  proposals  sent 
out  in  1975,  there  were  108  granted  and  the 
remainder  were  either  rejected  or  still  pending,  added 
Frazier. 

To  show  some  of  the  research  being  done,  six 
demonstrations  are  being  prepared  for  the  fair.  These 
will  include  exhibits  from  the  Chemical  Engineering, 
Religion,  ChCmistry,  Physical  Education  and 
Linguistics  Departments,  according  to  Frazier. 

The  fair  will  not  only  provide  informative 
demonstrations,  said  Frazier,  but  also  exposure  to  the 
various  laboratories  on  campus.  Faculty  members  will 
be  on  hand  to  answer  any  questions,  he  said.

Called  “the 
pop  Thoreau”  by  some  and  a 
“comic  strip  hero”  by  others, 
Denver  offers  his  own  simple 
brand  of  philosophy  through  his 
music.  He  sings  about  sunny, 
happy  things  in  a  world  full  of 
sadness;  his  songs  are  simple 
adorations  of  love,  home,  the 
quest  for  a  good  woman,  of 
children,  and  of  the  beauty  of 
rivers  and  mountains. 

Young  Deutschendorf  left  his 
architectural  studies  at  Texas 
Technological  College  to  go 
toCalifornia  and  explore  the  pop 
world  which  offered  a  tempting 
immediacy  that  college  couldn’t 
match.  He  planned  to  return  to 
college  after  one  semester,  but 
he  never  made  it  back.  In 
hindsight  it  seems  like  a  sensible 
move,  but  he  was  the  only  one 
amongst  his  family  and  friends 
who  was  not  convinced  that  it 
was  the  biggest  mistake  of  his 
life.

KBYU  to  air  Bernstein  series 


The  first  program  of  the  series 
“Leonard  Bernstein  at  Harvard”  will  be 
televised  on  Channel  1 1 ,  Friday  at  9 
p.m. 

The  series,  subtitled  “The 
Unanswered  Question,”  was  taped 
when  Bernstein  was  the  Charles  Eliot 
Norton  Professor  of  Poetry  at  Harvard. 
Bernstein  Conducts  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  Mozart’s 
“Symphony  No.  40  in  G  minor”  and 
plays  the  piano. 

Hypothesizing  on  the  origins  of 
musical  sound,  he  uses  linguistic 
analogies  and  examines  the  harmonic 
series,  the  common  origin  of  all  music. 
Demonstrating  the  gradual  evolution  of 
various  scale  systems,  he  develops  for 
his  listeners  the  do-re-mi  scale  of 


Western  music*  and  the  resulting 
harmonic  principles.  He  shows  how 
chromaticism  is  controlled  and 
contained  by  the  principle  of 
diatonicism. 

At  the  piano,  Bernstein  then  prepares 
his  audience  for  the  featured  work: 
Mozart’s  “Symphony  No.  40  in  G 
minor,”  K.550,  performed  by  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  pointing 
out  the  elements  he  has  just  discussed 
as  they  appear  in  the  music  of  Mozart. 

“Leonard  Bernstein  at  Harvard”  was 
produced  by  Amberson  Video  in 
association  with  Unitel  and  Robert 
Saudek  Associates,  and  in  cooperation 
with  WGBH,  Boston.  “Musical 
Phonology”  was  directed  by  Clark 
Santee  and  Michael  Ritchie;  audio 
producer  was  John  McClure.

Actor  learn 


to  fly  in  series 


The  truly  dedicated  actor  will  familiarize  himself 
with  every  aspect  of  a  role  he’s  about  to  play-even  to 
the  point  of  learning  a  new,  and  sometimes,  technical 
skill. 

So  it  is  with  the  entire  regular  cast  of  the  new 
adventure  series,  “Spencer’s  Pilots,”  which  will  have 
its  premiere  Friday  at  7  p.m.  on  CBS. 

All  five  stars  of  the  series-Christopher  Stone,  Todd 
Susman,  Gene  Evans,  Margaret  Impert  and  Britt 
Leach-agreed  not  long  after  filming  the  pilot  that  it 
would  be  advantageous  to  their  performances  and  to 
the  authenticity  of  the  show  if  each  learned  to  fly. 

To  demonstrate  that  their  understanding  was  more 
than  gratuitous  rhetoric,  they  decided  to  do 
something  about  it.  The  other  day  at  Brackett  Field, 
Pomona,  Calif.,  they  did. 

If  there  was  faint  of  heart  among  the  group,  any 
apprehension  was  quickly  allayed  by  Art  Scholl,  the 
famed  flyer  and  stunt  coordinator  for  the  series  who 
would  guide  them  through  an  indoctrination  flight 
that  day. 

Scholl,  whose  career  has  encompassed  a  broad 
spectrum  of  aviation— aerobatics,  air  racing,  television 
and  movie  stunt  flying,  production  of  air 
documentaries  and  flight  instruction— outlined  his 
flying  philosophy  in  a  brief  ground  session  before 
taking  the  actors  up: 

“It  is  easier  to  fly  than  to  drive  a  car,  if  you  don’t 
do  dumb  things.  I  can  talk  you  into  taking  off  and 
landing  this  airplane,”  (the  spanking  new  Cessna  172 
M  Skyhawk  II  they  would  use  for  indoctrination). 

He  then  ran  over  an  exterior  pre-flight  check  of  the 
aircraft,  explaining  nomenclature  and  a  few 
fundamentals. 

Scholl  now  allowed  the  cast  to  get  the  feel  of 
controlling  a  private  aircraft,  putting  each  member 
through  takeoff,  climb,  turn,  stall  and  landing 
procedures  on  two  runs  over  the  flight  patterns, 
always  with  his  guiding  hand  resting  on  the  controls.

CSU  put  together  a  6-5  season  last  year  -  its 
first  winning  campaign  in  a  decade.  It  wasn  t 
considered  a  fluke,  since  the  Rams  have  been 
recruiting  a  higher  quality  of  athlete  in  the 
Arslanian  regime.  . 

While  Driscoll,  linebacker  Kevin  McLain,  middle 
guard  Fred  Paoli  and  offensive  guard  Bill  Gray  are 
gone,  other  talents  remain.  But  there  just  aren  t 
enough  of  them. 

“Key  injuries  could  hurt  us,”  Arslanian  says 
“We’ve  been  trying  to  build  some  depth  here,  and 
we’re  just  starting  to  get  there.  Until  we  do,  we 
must  stay  healthy.”  .  . 

Arslanian  indicates  he  may  try  to  avoid  injuries 
by  easing  up  a  bit  in  scrimmages.  He  notes  that 
running  back  Ron  Harris  was  injured  in  practice 
prior  to  the  season  opener  last  fall,  and  it  limited 
his  effectiveness  for  several  games. 


Harris,  only  a  junior,  is  again  the  key  to  the 
Rams’  ground  game.  He  dashed  for  956  and  836 
yards  the  past  two  seasons  and,  16  pounds  lighter 
than  last  year,  appears  ready  for  a  1,000-yard 

The  leading  receivers  are  speedsters  Mark  R.  Bell 
and  Mike  Bachman.  Bell  averaged  nearly  27  yards 

per  reception  his  freshman  year. 

The  lone  standout  in  the  offensive  line  is  junior 
tackle  Steve  Cyphers,  who  logged  340  minutes  of 
playing  time  in  1975  -  more  than  any  other  CSU 
player.  “He’s  our  veteran,”  jokes  Arslanian, noting 
that  last  season  represented  Cyphers  only 
experience  at  the  position. 

“As  a  whole,  our  offensive  line  is  unproven, 
untried,”  the  Ram  coach  says.  “We  just  don’t 
know  what  to  expect.” 

Arslanian  doesn’t  figure  to  spend  nearly  as  much 
time  brooding  over  his  defense. 

Walk-on  Steve  Krum  and  junior  college  transfer 
Paul  McWilliams  look  like  a  good  pair  of 
linebackers,  although  neither  will  play  with  the 
intensity  of  a  McLain. 

CSU  has  unusual  size  on  the  line,  especially  it 
6-foot-6,  272-pound  Bubba  Baker  and  6-5, 
256-pound  Mike  Bell  are  the  tackles. 

Middle  guard  Mark  Nichols,  another  jumor 
college  transfer,  is  “bigger,  stronger  and  faster  than 
Paoli,”  according  to  chief  assistant  Charley  Armey. 

The  secondary  will  be  held  together  by  6-5, 
213-pound  Keith  King,  the  strong  safety.  Cliff 
Featherstone,  a  juco  recruit,  is  expected  to  be  a 
standout  at  cornerback,  helping  the  Rams 
compensate  for  the  graduation  of  last  year’s 
starters,  Jerome  Dove  and  Mel  Washington

Christensen’s  success  to  his  intense 
determination,  “probably  even  more 
than  his  physical  ability.” 

After  graduating  from  Sheldon 
High  in  Eugene,  Ore.,  Todd  felt  the 
need  to  go  to  school  where  he  could 
“progress  not  only  in  football,  but 
educationally,  socially  and  spiritually.  ” 
He  wanted  to  attend  an  institution  that 
was  “kind  of  old-fashioned,”  where 
moral  and  behavioral  standards  would 
be  enforced. 

“I  knew  if  I  stayed  and  played  in 
Oregon,  I’d  be  doing  the  same  things 
and  hanging  around  with  the  same 
people  as  in  high  school.  I  wanted  to  go 
somewhere  I  could  improve,”  he  said. 

Freshman  starter 

Todd  was  not  disappointed.  “Some 
people  expected  me  to  play  only  on 
the  specialty  teams,  but  I  was  after 
more  than  that,”  he  recalls.  Christensen 
surprised  everybody  and  was  starting 
on  the  varsity  midway  through  his 
freshman  year,  although  his  name 
could  not  be  found  on  the  program  at 
the  games. 

He  met  with  undeniable  success  in 
his  first  two  seasons  in  BYU  football, 
but  Todd  maintains  that  his  attitude 
still  has  much  room  for  improvement. 

“Before,  people  would  ask  me  if  I 
was  going  to  play  pro  ball  some  day, 
and  I’d  say  ‘Well,  yeah,  if  I’m  lucky.’ 
But  later  I  realized  my  attitude  was 
wrong.  Now  I  simply  say  ‘Yes,  I  will.’ 
And  if  I  don’t  it  sure  won’t  be  because 
I  didn’t  try  hard  enough.” 

While  adamantly  claiming  “I  hate  to 
lose,  I  really  hate  it,”  Todd  suggests 
that  playing  below  his  ability  is  even 
worse.  “Even  if  we  win  the  game,  I 
can’t  feel  satisfied  unless  I  played  as 
well  as  I  could.” 


A  major  change  in  Todd’-s  attitude 
took  place  last  summer.  During  the 
monotony  of  working  in  a  grain  mill, 
Todd  became  aware  of  a  need  within 
himself  to  contribute  to  society. 

‘‘I  read  in  the  book 
“Psycho-Cybernetics”  that  it  is  much 
better  to  say  you’re  great  and  then  go 
out  and  work  hard  and  prove  it  to  the 
world,  than  to  say  ‘I  am  nothing.’  I 
really  believe  that,”  Christensen  said. 

The  attitudinal  change  appeared  to 
work,  because  Todd  reported  to 
practice  this  fall  heavier,  stronger  and 
quicker,  earning  him  the  label  as  the 
Cougars’  most  improved  player  over 
last  year. 


Second  coming 

Edwards  acknowledges  that 
Christensen  has  a  future  in  pro  football 
and  no  one  will  dispute  that  claim.  But 
that  is  not  Todd’s  only  goal.  “Every 
time  I  go  to  a  devotional,  I  just  sit 
there  and  think  that  all  that  really 
matters  is  to  prepare  for  the  Second 
Coming,”  he  says.  While  aware  that 
maintaining  high  ideals  and  living  his 
religion  while  playing  pro  football  is  a 
challenge,  he  feels  up  to  it.  “I  don’t 
want  to  just  be  known  as  a  football 
player”,  he  says. 

Todd,  who  will  receive  his  degree  in 
special  education  in  April,  would  like 
to  pursue  that  field  after  his  stint  in  the 
pros.  “I  also  would  like  to  learn  to  sing. 

My  brother  sings  really  weil,  and  I  envy 
him  for  that,”  he  says.

“Cougar  Day”  at  Riverside  Country 
Club  on  Saturday. 

The  tournament,  which  also  kicks  ott 
the  1976-77  golf  season,  will  match 
eight  members  of  the  BYU  golf  team 
with  the  four  PGA  golf  pros. 

The  pro-am  tournament  originally 
began  in  1972  as  a  challenge  match 
pitting  four  golf  pros  against  each 
other.  In  1974  it  was  expanded  to 
include  members  of  the  golf  team  and 
offer  cash  awards  to  the  winning  team, 
the  low  pro  and  a  merchandise  award 
to  the  top  amateur. 

Low  scorer  in  1974  was  Mike  Reid, 
then  a  junior,  with  a  64,  tying  a  course 
record. 

Prizes  this  year  include  $7,000  to  the 
winning  team,  $5,000  to  the  low  pro 
and  a  merchandise  award  to  the  low 


Reid,  low  amateur  in  the  U.S.  Open 
this  summer  and  winner  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  Amateur  golf  tournament, 
decided  to  turn  pro  this  fall  rather  than 
continue  as  an  amateur. 

BYU  golfers  in  the  tournament  will 
include  first  team  All-American  Mike 
Brannan,  1975-76  Canadian  Amateur 
champ  Jim  Nelford,  1976  WAC  champ 
Jim  Blair,  and  Stan  Souza,  who  has 
been  invited  to  the  Master’s 
tournament  next  year. 

Another  large  crowd  is  expected. 

“We’ve  drawn  more  people  to  this 
event  than  any  other  in  Utah’s  golf 
history,”  BYU  Golf  Coach  Karl  Tucker 
said.

The  Cougars  started  their  road  trip 
with  a  win  against  Metro  State  at 
Denver,  9-1,  before  losing  to  Colorado 
College  4-0  and  Air  Force  3-2. 

The  Cougars  zipped  past  Metro  State 
in  a  game  Y  Coach  Jim  Dusara  tabbed 
“no  contest.”  Hugo  Ojeda  triggered  the 
scoring  with  three  goals  in  the  first  25 
minutes  of  play.  Hugo  Rodier,  Cliff 
Tabor,  Greco  Gerardo  and  Robert 
Vogelsberg  dominated  the  midfield, 
creating  good  opportunities  for  the 
forwards  to  score. 

Defensive  backs  Carlos  Amerim, 
Emmanual  Adeleke  and  goalie  John 
Harris  shut  off  any  Metro  attack, 
resulting  in  a  5-0  halftime  score. 

Gerardo  scored  a  goal  from  30  yards 
out  in  the  second  half,  followed  by  a 
score  from  Brig  Ord  with  a  Tony  Brady 
assist.  Gerardo  scored  again  with  an 
assist  from  Daniel  Pereyra,  making  the 
score  8-0. 

Metro  scored  on  a  penalty  kick,  and 


Ord  added  the  last  goal  for  the  Y. 

The  game  lost  to  Colorado  College 
was  marred  by  rough  play  and  poor 
officiating,  according  to  Dusara. 

The  Cougars  played  their  weakest 
game  of  the  series,  with  defensive  backs 
making  mistakes  and  forwards  missing 
numerous  shots  at  the  goal.  “It  just 
wasn’t  BYU’s  day,”  Dusara  said.  Three 
mistakes  in  the  first  20  minutes 
resulted  in  three  Colorado  goals. 

In  a  tough,  physical  game,  the 
Cougars  lost  to  Air  Force  on  the 
Academy’s  field.  BYU  had  good 
command  of  the  game  in  the  early 
minutes,  with  heavy  pressure  on  the 
Falcon  defense,  but  the  Cats  couldn’t 
get  on  the  board. 

The  Falcons  scored  twice  before  the 
Cougars  converted.  Ojeda  broke  from 
three  defensive  backs  to  score  making 
it  2-1  in  halftime. 

BYU  scored  its  last  goal  seven 
minutes  after  the  Falcons  converted,  to 
make  the  score  3-2,  and  couldn’t  tie 
the  score. 

“We  needed  this  experience  to  brush 
up  on  the  finer  points  before  the  Far 
West  Classic  and  BYU  Invitational  later 
this  month,”  Dusara  said.  “We  made 
some  very  unexpected  mistakes.  More 
than  half  of  the  goals  scored  by  the 
opponents  were  due  to  our  own 
mistakes.  It  is  hoped  that  these  won’t 
be  repeated.” 

The  Far  West  Classic  will  be  Sept. 
23-24  in  Santa  Barbara,  Calif.,  with  the 
invitational  scheduled  for  Oct.  1-2  on 
Haws  Field.

The  tub  itself  is  mounted  on  a  level 
slab  with  a  gas,  electric  or  solar  water 
heater  and  a  filter  to  clean  the  water. 
Costello  says  redwood  insulates  so  well 
that  if  the  tub  is  covered,  the  water 
temperature  drops  only  1 5  per  cent  in 
24  hours.

ROME  (AP)  -  The  Italian  parliament 
takes  up  the  issue  of  abortion  reform 
again  with  the  Vatican  standing  fast  in 
opposition  but  the  advocates  of 
liberalization  strengthened. 

Abortion,  a  major  campaign  issue  in 
the  U.S.  presidential  election,  played  a 
big  part  in  the  fall  of  the  last  Italian 
government,  in  April. 

The  health  and  justice  committees  of 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  began 
discussion  Wednesday  of  various 
abortion-liberalization  proposals 
sponsored  by  the  Socialists, 
Social-Democrats,  Liberals  and 
Radicals. 

The  Communists,  the  second  largest 
party,  were  expected  to  present  a  bill 
legalizing  therapeutic  abortions 
recommended  by  a  doctor,  a  practice 
approved  by  a  recent  court  ruling. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  ruling  Christian 
Democrats  needed  the  support  of  the 
neo-Fascist  Italian  Social  Movement 


MSI  to  defeat  a  proposal  to  allow 
therapeutic  abortions  in  the  first  three 
months  of  pregnancy.  The  Socialists, 
who  led  the  proabortion  movement, 
withdrew  their  support  of  the 
government,  leading  to  its  collapse  and 
the  June  general  election. 

The  election  strengthened  the  entire 
left  flank  in  parliament  and  gave  seats 
for  the  first  time  to  the  Radical  party, 
which  is  more  militantly  proabortion 
than  the  Socialists. 

Another  factor  expected  to  influence 
the  debate  this  time  is  the  situation  in 
the  northern  Italian  town  of  Seveso, 
where  a  cloud  of  poisonous  gas  from  a 
chemical  plant  led  to  some  20 
therapeutic  abortions  on  women  who 
feared  birth  defects  in  their  unborn 
children. 

A  law  adopted  during  Mussolini’s 
dictatorship  to  ensure  an  increasing 
population  for  empire-building  forbids 
abortions  under  any  circumstances.  But 


the  constitutional  court  ruled  this  year 
that  a  woman  can  interrupt  pregnancy 
if  it  is  a  threat  to  her  health. 

The  nation’s  Roman  Catholic  bishops 
renewed  their  fight  against  abortion 
Tuesday  with  a  statement. 

Referring  to  the  Seveso  situation, 
they  condemned  “the  disordered 
development  of  industry  which  does 
not  always  discipline  itself  responsibly 
and  puts  its  search  for  profits  above  the 
primary  requirements  of  human 
existence.”  But  they  proclaimed  “with 
renewed  firmness  the  inviolability  of 
the  right  of  the  unborn  to  life.” 

United  Nations  officials  estimate  that 
1.2  million  illegal  abortions  are 
performed  each  year  in  Italy,  which  has 
a  population  of  55.6  million.  Some 
health  officials  believe  2,000  to  5,000 
women  die  each  year  in  these 
clandestine  operations,  but  only  300  to 
400  persons  are  arrested  each  year  in 
connection  with  abortions. 


Cancer,  cigarette  study  says 


MILWAUKEE  (AP)  -  The  mystery 
woman  found  in  a  bus  depot  in  May 
suffering  from  amnesia  realized  who 
she  was  when  she  saw  her  20-year-old 
wedding  pictures. 

She  is  Rita  Heaton,  43,  a  divorcee 
from  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

County  officials  who  had  worked 
four  months  seeking  the  woman’s 
identity  got  pictures  Monday  of  Mrs. 
Heaton’s  wedding  from  her 
sister-in-law. 

“She  picked  out  herself  and  her 
husband,  named  the  girls  in  the 
wedding  party,  and  then  talked  to  her 
sister  on  the'  phone,”  Orville  Ebert,  a 
county  worker  who  had  coordinated 
the  hunt,  said  Tuesday.  “Her  sister  said 
it  was  definitely  her.  And  when  we  saw 
those  pictures  we  said  it  had  to  be 
her.” 

“She  said  it  was  like  a  weight  coming 
off  her  shoulders,”  he  related. 

Mrs.  Heaton’s  family  said  she  left  St. 
Paul  about  six  months  ago,  but  the 
family  had  not  filed  a  missing  persons 
report. 

"She  talked  about  taking  a  trip,”  said

low  residue  reduces  disease 


COLD  SPRINGS  HARBOR,  N.Y. 
(AP)  -  The  first  “definitive  evidence” 
shows  that  persons  who  smoke  low-tar 
and  low-nicotine  cigarettes  are  less 
likely  to  die  from  lung  cancer  and 
coronary  disease  than  other  smokers. 

However,  the  American  Cancer 
Society  said  its  analysis  showed  that 
death  rates  among  those  who  smoke 
cigarettes  low  in  tar  and  nicotine  were 
still  far  higher  than  the  death  rates  of 
'  those  who  never  smoked  regularly. 

The  findings  were  based  on  an 
analysis  of  the  deaths  of  one  million 
men  and  women  over  a  12-year  period 
and  were  reported  here  Tuesday  at  a 
meeting  on  the  “Origins  of  Human 
Cancer”  at  the  Cold  Springs  Harbor 
Laboratory. 

For  purposes  of  the  study,  “high” 
tar-nicotine  cigarettes  were  defined  as 
those  containing  25.8  to  35.7 
milligrams  of  tar  and  2.0  to  2.7 
milligrams  of  nicotine.  “Low” 
tar-nicotine  cigarettes  included  those 
with  less  than  17.6  milligrams  of  tar 
and  less  ,than  1.2  milligrams  of 


nicotine.  “Medium”  tar-nicotine 
smokes  were  defined  as  those  falling 
between  those  two  groups. 

Dr.  E.  Cuyler  Hammond,  who 
presented  the  findings,  said  there  had 
been  concern  that  death  rates  among 
smokers  of  low  tar  and  nicotine 
cigarettes  might,  increase  because  they 
would  inhale  more  deeply  and  thereby 
take  in  more  carbon  monoxide,  carbon 
dioxide  and  “secret  additives.” 

The  survey  showed  that  lung  cancer 
deaths  among  smokers  of  “medium” 
tar-nicotine  cigarettes  were  10  per  cent 
fewer  than  among  smokers  of  high 
residue  cigarettes.  Lung  cancer  deaths 
from  “low”  tar-nicotine  cigarettes  were 
26  per  cent  fewer  than  among  high 
tar-nicotine  cigarette  smokers. 

Corresponding  figures  for  heart 
disease  deaths  were  8  per  cent  fewer 
for  medium  tar-nicotine  smokers  and 
14  per  cent  fewer  for  low  tar-nicotine 
smokers. 

However,  persons  who  smoked  up  to 
two  packs  a  day  of  low  residue 
cigarettes  had  a  higher  death  rate  from 


lung  cancer  than  those  who  smoked 
less  than  a  pack  a  day  of  the  high 
tar-nicotine  cigarettes.  This  was  true  to 
a  lesser  degree  for  heart  disease. 

“We  think  it  fair  to  say  that 
switching  from  high  tar  and  nicotine 
cigarettes  to  low  tar  and  nicotine 
cigarettes  was  at  least  a  small  step  in 
the  right  direction  for  those  who 
continued  to  smoke  cigarettes,” 
Hammond  said,  adding: 

“Those  who  quit  smoking  fared 
considerably  better.” 

Hammond  also  noted  that  death 
rates  for  pipe  and  cigar  smokers  are 
double  those  for  nonsmokers,  and  pipe 
and  cigar  smokers  have  cancer  of  the 
lips,  tongue,  mouth  and  esophagus  at 
rates  as  high,  or  higher,  than  cigarette 


smokers.

Nutritionists  denounce 
junk  food  at  conference

BOISE,  Idaho  (AP)  -  “Junk  food 
junkies”  can  expect  to  die  six  to  seven 
years  earlier  than  those  keeping  more 
healthful  diets,  says  a  California 
nutritionist. 

George  M.  Briggs,  nutrition  professor 
at  University  of  Calif ornia-Berkeley, 
spoke  Tuesday  at  the  National  Food 
Loss  Conference. 

Briggs  said  eating  of  junk  food,,  a 
shorthand  term  for  snacks  heavy  in 
sugar  and  reprocessed  fats,  may 
account  with  other  poor  nutritional 
habits  for  about  one-fourth  of  the 
nation’s  annual  health  care  bill  of  $1 18 
billion. 

Earlier  in  the  conference,  Dr.  William 
L.  Rathji  of  the  University  of  Arizona 
said  after  a  study  based  on  inspection 
of  garbage  cans,  he  has  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  average  American 
family  wastes  at  least  $150  per  year  in 
food. 

American  families  throw  out 
between  8  and  20  per  cent  of  edible 
food  at  a  cost  of  $4.5  billion  per  year, 
he  estimated.  Pathji  acknowledged  his 
nationwide  estimate  is  based  on 
Tucson-area  studies  alone,  but  said  no 
other  data  is  presently  available. 

Briggs  said  he  brought  up  the  junk 
food  issue  at  the  conference,  which  has 
detailed  losses  in  food  production  from 
field  to  dinner  table,  because  “poor 
nutrition  means  wasted  minerals, 
wasted  energy,  wasted  vitamins  and 
wasted  nutrients.” 

He  said  the  average  American  eats. 


on  an  annual  basis,  50-52  pounds  of 
reprocessed  fat  not  found  naturally  in 
meats  and  vegetables  but  added  to 
items  such  as  mayonnaise,  candies  and 
“fabricated  foods.” 

Americans  consume  another  110-115 
pounds  of  sugar  annually,  Briggs  said, 
60  pounds  of  meat,  50  pounds  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  and  18-19  pounds  of 
candy. 

Food  processing,  which  allows  some 
foods  to  be  preserved  from  one  to 
three  years,  also  destroys  nutrients, 
Briggs  said.  He  said  with  so  many  food 
substitutes  available,  processors  try  to 
compete  by  advertising  and  improving 
the  taste  of  their  products  at  the 
expense  of  nutrition. 

Briggs  said  a  possible  remedy  for  the 
vitiation  of  food  would  be  legislation 
ordering  that  refining  and  processing 
leave  a  reasonable  vitamin  level.  In 
addition,  he  said  diet  should  be  a 
required  part  of  the  curriculum  for 
elementary,  secondary  and  college 
students.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  President 
Ford  has  decided  to  sign  a 
$  104. 3-billion  defense  spending  bill 
that  includes  provisions  delaying 
production  of  the  controversial  B1 
bomber,  White  House  Press  Secretary 
Ron  Nessen  said  Tuesday. 

The  bill,  the  largest  single  money 
measure  ever  put  through  Congress, 
would  limit  spending  on  the  supersonic 
bomber  to  $87  million  a  month 
between  now  and  February,  leaving  it 
to  tlie  next  administration  to  decide 
the  fate  of  the  B 1 . 

Ford  has  supported  production  of 
the  full  fleet  of  224  bombers  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $2 1 .4  billion  and  has 
proposed  to  place  orders  for  the  first 
three  planes  in  November. 

Democratic  presidential  candidate 
Jimmy  Carter  has  proposed  a  review  of 
the  latest  flight  test  data  early  next 
year  before  a  final  decision  is  made. 
But  he  already  has  gone  on  record  as 
saying  that  he  considers  the  B1  “a 
waste  of  taxpayers’  money.”

And  in  the  event  that  a  couple’s 
problems  are  irreconcilable,  Bridge  said 
the  association  is  prepared  to 
recommend  a  mediator  who  can  assist 
in  drawing  up  a  separation  agreement. 

The  association  also  offers  the 
services  of  an  arbitrator  as  part  of  its 
marital-dispute  services.  Under  the 
arrangement,  both  parties  agree  to 
accept  the  finding  of  the  arbitrator.

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Gallup  to  expand  role 
to  economic  evaluation

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  The  Gallup 
Organization,  well-known  marketing 
and  attitude  research  firm,  has  decided 
to  enlarge  its  role  in  the  increasingly 
significant  area  of  measuring  consumer 
economics  and  buying  intentions. 

George  Gallup,  chairman,  scheduled 
a  luncheon  here  Wednesday  to 
announce  that  Jay  Schiedskamp, 
director  of  the  famed  Survey  Research 
Center  at  the  University  of  Michigan, 
will  be  employed  to  develop  the 
program. 

The  Michigan  survey  will  continue 
under  the  direction  of  F.  Thomas 
Juster,  who  joined  the  organization 
four  years  ago,  and  George  Katona, 
pioneer  in  consumer  psychology  and 
first  director  of  the  center,  and 
Schmiedskamp’s  mentor. 

Katona  said  the  loss  of  Schiedskamp 
would  be  felt  deeply  at  the  center,  but 
he  praised  the  Gallup  move,  which  he 
viewed  not  as  competition  but  as  “a 
wonderful  gain  for  attitudinal  and 
psychological  research.” 

A  handicap 

He  indicated,  however,  that  the 
Gallup  organization’s  efforts  would 
initially  be  somewhat  handicapped  by 
the  limitations  of  data. 

“Gallup  obviously  doesn’t  have  what 
we  have,”  he  said.  Asked  what  that 
was,  he  replied,  “Twenty  years  of  past 
data  to  understand  new  data.” 

The  move  underscores  the  growing 
recognition  that  not  only  consumer 
ability  but  also  willingness  to  spend  is 
critical  to  the  effectiveness  of  business 
and  government  programs,  and  that  it 
can  be  measured  and  used  for 
predicting. 

Gallup  thus  joins  the  Survey 
Research  Center,  Singlinder  &  Co.  and 
The  Conference  Board,  currently  the 
major  forces  in  the  measurement 
through  interviews,  of  consumer 
economics  and  psychology,  a  field  that 
has  grown  slowly  over  a  30-year  period. 

Its  development  has  been  spurred  by 
the  rise  in  discretionary  income,  or 
income  above  that  which  must  be  used 


for  immediate  needs  and  which  thus 
affords  families  the  option  of  what  to 
buy,  or  even  of  whether  to  buy  or 
bank. 

Why  not  buy? 

During  the  1970s,  consumer 
researchers  demonstrated  that,  while 
consumers  might  have  been  able  to 
afford  purchases,  they  often  refrained 
from  doing  so  because  of  Vietnam, 
Watergate  and,  as  Katona  says,  a 
general  malaise. 

Katona  commented  a  few  days  ago 
that  “Watergate  was  an  economic 
factor,  an  economic  cancer.”  Millions 


of  Americans  with  the  financial  ability 
to  buy  decided  against  big  ticket 
purchases  and  investments.  They 
lacked  faith,  he  said. 

Early  in  1973,  said  Katona,  he  saw 
the  recession  of  1974  developing.  With 
consumer  attitudes  deteriorating  it 
became  clear  that  expansion  could  not 
continue,  he  said,  the  projections  of 
business  and  government  economists 
notwithstanding. 

“The  most  volatile  and  critical  factor 
in  the  economy  is  consumer  attitudes, 
consumer  discretionary  expenditures,” 
he  said.  “It  is  not  the  economic  cycle; 
consumers  bring  about  the  economic 
cycle.” 


Socialists  continue 
in  suit  against  FBI 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  The  Socialist 
Workers  party  still  intends  to  continue 
its  $40  million  suit  against  the  FBI, 
even  though  the  Justice  Department 
has  decided  after  38  years  to  drop  its 
fruitless  investigation  of  the  group. 

The  Justice  Department  announced 
Tuesday  that  the  FBI  was  ending  its 
long  probe,  which  had  failed  to 
produce  any  criminal  charges. 
Department  spokesman  Robert  Havel 
said  Atty.  Gen.  Edward  H.  Levi  had 
determined  in  a  routine  review  that  the 
party  was  not  a  serious  and  immediate 
threat  to  the  country. 

Justice  Department  standards  set  last 
spring  permit  intelligence-gathering 
investigations  of  domestic 
organizations  only  when  the  FBI  has 
determined  that  the  group  presents  a 
serious  and  immediate  threat  of  harm 
to  the  country. 

Party  officials  say  they  oppose 
violence  and  are  working  for  a  socialist 
system  by  running  candidates  for  office 
and  other  peaceful  means. 

In  New  York,  Cathy  Perkus,  a 
spokeswoman  for  the  Political  Rights 
Defense  Fund,  which  is  financing  the 


party’s  suit,  said,  “We  don’t  believe  that 
this  was  done  routinely.  It’s  no 
coincidence  that  they  picked  the  one 
organization  that  has  been  laying  bare 
all  the  FBI’s  abuses  and  illegalities.  We 
think  they  did  it  in  hopes  that  we 
would  end  the  suit.” 

She  said  the  SWP  has  no  intention  of 
dropping  the  suit,  which  was  filed  in 
1973  and  seeks  $40  million  in  damages 
and  a  permanent  injunction  against 
future  harassment. 

The  lawsuit  uncovered  evidence 
which  prompted  the  Justice 
Department  to  conduct  an  inquiry  into 
allegations  that  the  FBI  carried  out  at 
least  92  illegal  burglaries  against 
suspected  “extremists”  during  the  past 
five  years.  Some  of  these  break-ins 
were  directed  against  SWP  offices,  the 
FBI  acknowledges. 

The  party’s  presidential  candidate, 
Peter  Camejo,  said  Levi’s  order  “is  an 
historic  victory  for  the  democratic 
rights  of  all  Americans.  It’s  the  first 
step  in  bringing  to  a  halt  the 
government’s  program  of  political 
spying  and  harassment.”

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  It  will  be  hard 
now  to  convince  92-year-old  Eugenia 
Tolmatchoff  that  New  York  is  a 
cold-hearted  city.

And  then  there  were  the  two  nice 
policemen,  who  tried  hard  to  catch  up 
with  the  man  who  gave  her  the  money, 
so  she  could  return  it  because  “I’m  not 
greedy.” 

The  elderly  woman  had  just  cashed 
her  Social  Security  check  at  a  bank  and 
returned  to  her  West  142nd  Street 
home  when  a  young  man  followed  her 
into  the  lobby,  grabbed  her  purse  and 
fled. 

Sanitationmah  Joseph  Casalaro  and 
Frank  Nieve,  a  neighborhood  resident, 
heard  her  screaming,  saw  the  running 
thief  and  gave  chase.  ,

India  pushes  dri\ 
for  sterilization 


NEW  DELHI,  India  (AP)  -  Under 
intense  government  pressure,  more  and 
more  of  India’s  610  million  people  are 
being  sterilized.  Some,  however,  still 
openly  resist,  and  the  battle  for 
population  control  is  far  from  won. 

The  latest  government  statistics 
indicate  that  since  April  more  than  two 
million  Indians,  90  per  cent  of  them 
men,  have  undergone  vasectomies  or 
tubectomies. 

In  the  United  States,  with  about 
one-third  as  many  people  as  India,  the 
Association  for  Voluntary  Sterilization 
estimates  that  1.3  million  people 
underwent  sterilization  in  all  of  1975, 
more  than  half  women. 

The  surge  in  sterilization  in  India 
after  25  years  of  mediocre  family 
planning  results  stems  from  a  year  of 
heavy  propaganda  by  Prime  Minister 
Indira  Gandhi’s  government  and  tough 
new  penalties  for  couples  not 
voluntarily  limiting  their  families  to 
three  children. 

The  penalties  vary  from  state  to 
state,  but  in  several  of  them  pay  raises, 
government  housing  and  free  medical 
care  will  be  denied  those  couples  not 
conforming  to  the  nationally 
prescribed  three-child  limit.

Squirrels  pose  bubonic  threat  to 


FT.  ORD,  Calif.  (AP)  -  The  Army  is  declaring  war  on 
millions  of  California  ground  squirrels  because  of  concern 
that  the  animals  may  spread  bubonic  plague. 

The  problem  involves  two  facilities  near  Ft.  Ord:  the 
166,000-acre  Hunter-Leggitt  reservation  and  42,000-acre 
Camp  Roberts. 

Both  posts  are  overpopulated  by  the  Beechey  ground 
squirrel,  one  of  1 1  species  of  ground  squirrels,  which  look 
like  chipmunks. 

Army  officials  claim  they  have  an  emergency  on  their 
hands  because  the  population  of  squirrels,  which  may  harbor 
fleas  that  carry  bubonic  plague,  has  jumped  from  1  million  to 
10  million  since  1972. 

No  cases  of  the  plague  have  been  reported,  but  the  Army 
said  the  ground  squirrels  still  are  a  problem  because  they 
have  undermined  the  land  so  seriously  that  an  earthen  dam 
collapsed.  Army  officials  say  farmers  also  complain  that  the 
ground  squirrels  eat  their  crops.
